WASHINGTON. Aug. 17. — The 


United States will Jose no time in 
getting xid of the capital ships 
•which it has agreed to scrap under 
the naval limitation treaty of the 
Washington conference. 


This announcement was made 
this afternoon by Acting Secretary 
of the Navy Roosevelt a few min- 
utes after official word came from 
the State Department that the five 
power naval treaty between the 
United 
States, 
Great 
Britain. 


France, Japan and Italy is now ef- 
fective. 


Shortly after ratification of ihe 
treaty by the Senate, navy experts 
began detailed plans for scrapping 
the ships and actual work of junk- 
ing now will be started at once, 
Roosevelt eaid. 


Twenty-six vessels in all will bo 


•crapped by the na-vy, 15 being old 
•hips and 11..under construction. 


The old vessels elated for scrap- 


ping are the Virginia, New Jersey, 
Rhode Island,, Georgia, Nebraska, 
Connecticut. 
Louisiana, 
Kansas, 


Vermont, Minnesota, South Caro- 
lina, Michigan. New ' Hampshire, 
Delaware and North Dakota.

tained. 


It has been' 
discovered 
that 


Hecht's forgeries started in 1918 
— five years ago. Since that time 
he has taken an average of around 
S5,000 a month from the bank's 
funds 


Where did the anoney go? 
Part of It, no doubt, went into 
his personal living expenses, it is 
said by men who are familiar with 
the manner in which 'he lived. 


Hecht's salary as cashier of the 


bank was only 
$3,000 a yew, 


which amounts to about SCO a 
week or $10 a day. 


Those who know him weft «ay 


that he has been living at a rate 
of at least $10,000 a year. That 
would account for probably $35,- 
000 stretching over the five year 
period, provided of course that he 
bad no other source of Income. 


It is known that Hecht has been 
engaged in one or 
two outside 


business ventures. One*of these la 
said to have teen in a partnership 
with Alex Skdlken, unde rsentence 
to the Federal prison at AtlaalA 
and now at llSwty <"» bond pend- 


bootlegging, which is said to have 
been conducted in connection with 
his wholesale product business. 


At the time he signed the writ- 


ten confession of forgeries at the 
bank, Hecht is reported to have In- 
formed President Sauer -that he 
has -been blackmailed extsnsively 
in connection with some of his out- 
side business transactions.

"FIXING" THE PRICE OF GASOLINE

Gasoline in Ohio has been cut 1 1-2 cents so that it 


is selling now for 20 1-2 cents. In Michigan and Jndi- 


" ana, it is selling; for 4 1-2 cents less than this. Of 
course, the reduction in Ohio compared with the reduc- 
tion elsewhere is ridiculously small and this reduction 
would indicate that the price of gasoline, whether at 
16 cents, 201-2 cents or 23 cents, must hare rery little to 
do with the cost price. We have been assured' by those 
•who are inside of the oil business, and of the facts so 
that they could know, that the price of gasoline has been 
kept up at the highest point by the action of The Stand- 
ard Oil Company, that it should be lower, if it is based 
Upon the cost of production. 


^ If this be true and the price in Indiana and Mich- 


igan approximates the actual value of gasoline, the 
only conclusion is that the millions of people in the 
country have been virtually robbed by the oil and gaso- 
Bne companies. Of course, this has'not been the first 
time. It is true of many things, and it has been true of 
the gasoline business probably for a long time. They 
are the people wlio, controlling the supply while the 
rest of us create the demand, are always yelling that the 
wonderful law of "supply and demand'' regulates the 
price. When one, or two, or three great corporations 
control the supply of a necessity and they get together 
on the price, they have simply taken charge of a part 
of the law of supply and demand and the demand has 
nothing more to do with the fixing of the price than the 
rooster's crowing has with the rising sun. They act 
simultaneously, to be sure, and the man buying it im- 
agines it as the chanticleer does, that he has caused it 
to act, but in this respect his ignorance is proven as 
clearly as we know the other ignorance exists. 


We remember the time for quite a period when we 


were paying 9 cents for gasoline in New Jersey and 13 
and 14 cents in New York. The motorists have been 
paying 23 cents in Ohio and 16 cents in Michigan. The 
people must always pay the charges when greed monop- 
olizes a need of the country. When it comes to a mo- 
nopoly, the government should either own it or abso- 
lutely fix the price. It is quite significant tha*t even 
now the price of gasoline per gallon has been reduced 
more in the east than in Ohio. In South Dakota the 
price agreed upon has been a reduction of 6 6-10 cents. 
It must be one of the indoor sports to sit in one's office 
and simply determine what the margin of profit will be.

As is well known, the Filipino members of the 


Council of State, the Department Secretaries, the Pres- 
ident of the Senate and House, and the Mayor of Ma- 
nila resigned their offices recently as a protest against 
General Leonard Wood's desire to control to the smal- 
lest details, as they believed, the affairs of their gov- 
ernment. 


Senator Weeks immediately declared that the 


government stood squarely behind General Wood and 
that there would be no backward step. General Wood 
declares when he began his term as Governor of the 
Philippines that the Filipinos had too much self-gov- 
ernment. In other words, he as Governor General of 
the Philippines did not have enough power. They had 
too much.
